TUESDAY. 


Two Important naval successes ato 


reported by the 
British admhalt}. 


The German cruiser Emden, which 
had sunk more than twenty British 
and French merchantmen since the 
war began, was 
overtaken by the 


Australian battleship Sydney near the 
Cocos islands, southwest of Java, and 
was driven ashore after a running 
fight. 


The Koenigsberg was found hidden 


in the river Rufigi, in German East 
Africa The channel was blocked by 
r.inking colliers and an effort Is be- 
ing made to capture the ship. 


Advices from Petrograd says East 


Prussia has been invaded and the city 
of Soldau taken by Russian cavalry. 
Berlin, on the other hand, denies that 
Russian troops have set foot on Prus- 
sian soil. 


The withdrawal of 30,000 men and 


100 guns from Thielt, Belgium, in the 
direction of 
Ghent, is regarded in 


London as a possible indication of a 
Genman retreat from Belgium. 


WEDNESDAY. 


The 
kaiser':; 
forces in Flanders 


have renewed their fierce attacks on 
the alii-;.*' line and have taken the 
town of Dixmude. between Ypres and 
tlie coast. 


For their side the French announce 


the recapture of Lombaertzyde. near 
the northeast coast, thus signifying 
for the first time that this town had 
been tahen by the kai?cr's troops. 


Petrograd asserts that the Russian 


forces have destroyed 
railroads in 


East Prussia, near the bodrer line, 
although the advance into German ter- 
ritory has proceeded only a little way 
thus far. The German reinforcements 
are being sent to the line between 
Ttorn and Breslau. 


Heavy Htorrn« nave cauKCd a Juii in 


the battle in Flanders. Reports from 
London Hay the Germans are prepar- 
ing for a winter In Belgium and have 
built extensive dofensew in that se'j- 
Mori of the battle front. 


Grfcat Britain is mourning the death 


Of Field Marshal Lord Roberts, who 
died of pneumonia on the battle front 
In France. 


The Russians and Turks are en- 


gaged In a battle In the Caucasus, tho 
result of whifh may have a marked 
effect on the war in that part of the 
world. 


It is announced In Vienna that the

EPIDEMIC STILL SPREADING 


THURSDAY. 


Great Britain aud France warned j 


Ecuador and Colombia that violations 
of neutrality by them will not be tol- 
erated. The United States has been 
formally notified that hope is express- 
ed that this government will be able 
to impress upon the South American

The 
kaiser's army holds fast to 


Dixmude, Belgium 
The allies hold 


the line between Dixmude and Dun- 
kirk, barring further German advance 
westward. 


Th-e Russian army is reported to 


have advanced all along the line. They 
are thirty miles inside the border in 
TTast Prussia. Crarow, Southern Sile- 
sia, is under fire. Przemysl, in Gall- 
cia, again is surrounded. 


FRIDAY. 


Attempts by the German army in 


Belgium to recross the 
Yscr 
have 


been repulsed. The allies report ad- 
vances north of the Aisne and at oth- 
er points in France. 


General Von Hindenherg is report- 


ed to have been captured by the Rus- 
sians. Five battles are reported at 
various points along the eastern line 
of warfare. Russian forces are inside 
the East Prussian line, and near the 
borders of the provinces of Silesia 
and Posen. The Germans are resist- 
ing stubbornly.

Russian army in Trans-Caucasia has 
been beaten and is in retreat. Petro- 
grad dispatches admit that the Turks 
have attacked furiously, but says the 
czar's army holds its ground.

Government Orders Agents Not to 


Appraise Condemned Cattle at Over 
§200. 
While a few sections of Pennsylva- 


nia report a. check on the foot and 
mouth disease, many herds of cattle 
are being killed. From Westmoreland 
county comes-the theory that the dis- 
eabe is caused by army worms. 


Fo:: hunting, either by the big hunt 


clubs or by private packs, has prac- 
tically ceased around Philadelphia as 
a result of the epidemic of foot and 
mouth disease. The fox hunters have 
voluntarily given up their sport as an 
insurance against the spread of the 
disease. 


State 
veterinarians killed twenty- 


eight head of cattle and thirteen hogs 
belonging to Henry Cooper, of Mon- 
tour county. 


Veterinarian Welliver made an ex- 


amination ct a Columbia county herd 
under suspicion, but found no symp- 
toms of the disease. 


Cattle 
experts 
ia 
Westmoreland 


county have found what they believe 
is the real cause of the present epi- 
demic of foot and mouth disease. The 
army worm is now said by them to be 
the root of all the prssent troubles 
ior cattle. The theory given by the 
Westmoreland county cattle experts 
is that the cattle have become affect- 
ed with the disease through traces ol 
army worm poison which still lingers 
in the roots of the pasturage. 


Word was received at the office of 


the state live stock board that the 
federal government agents had been 
directed not to go above 5200 in ap- 
praising a herd of cattle iniected with 
foot and mouth disease without spe- 
cial instructions. 


It is believed 
that the foot 
and 


mouth disease in Franklin county has 
been checked. Three herds of cattle, 
about 200 in all, have been killed by 
Dr. A. O. Cawley, of the state live 
stock sanitary board. 


The milk supply of the State Hos- 


pital for the Insane at Norristown 
has been cut off by the foot and mouth 
disease. The ninety-five head of the 
finest cattle that exist in the county 
and whicli belong to Frank M. Lan- 
des, of Worcester, has been condemn- 
ed for slaughter because of the out- 
break of the disease. 


A herd of fifty-seven cattle were 


killed on the farm of Jonathan Hille- 
gass, at Swamp, Berks county. 


Disinfection and fumigation of the 


Herr's Island stock yards, at Pitts- 
burgh, were completed, and it is ex- 
pected that the yards will be thrown 
open for the receipt of cattle under 
conditions within the next few days. 


No Reversal In Attacking Disease. 
In reply to charges made by west 


eru stock men that the department of 
figraculture in Washington 
had re- 


versed its policy in dealing with the 
foot and mouth epidemic, thereby en- 
dangering millions of cattle, Secre 
tary Houston addressed Identical tel- 
egrams to the Union Stock yards, tho 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange and the 
National Wool Growers' association, 
stating that there had been no re- 
versal of policy and that the depart- 
ment now finds It has a larger amount 
of funds than had been supposed for 
carrying forward the work of eradl« 
eating tho disease. He adds: 


"Instructions to Inspectors not to 


permit the destruction of live stock 
In any one herd In excess of $200 In 
value without 'reference to the bureau 
Is simply a matter of business neces- 
sity for checking and accounting. It 
causes no undue delay and does not 
Impair the efficiency of measures."

Save Entombed Miners. 


After 
being 
entombed for more 


than seventy hours In the workings 
o fthe Brookside colliery, at Tower 
City, near 
Pottsvilie, Pa., William 


Schreiner, aged forty-six years, and 
William Evans, aged forty-five years, 
were rescued alive 
when 
they had 


given up all hope of ever seeing day- 
light again and when the exhausted 
rescue force themselves expected to 
find only their bodies. 


While working at "robbing pillars" 


about 10 o'clock last Monday morning 
there was a sudden rush of coal and 
debriH, which entirely closed up the 
gangway. Several hours later, when 
the men could not be accounted for, 
an Investigation was made and it was 
found that they were entombed. 


For the last hour that the rescuers 


tunneled through hundreds of tons of. 
loose "stuff," exceedingly dangerous 
work, carefuly timbering as they pro- 
gressed, they were cheered by "rap- 
pings" behind the barrier, which they 
attacked time and again with fever- 
ish haste. 


Schreiner insisted 
upon 
walking 


home, but his companion 
was 
too 


weak and gladly took advantage of 
the colliery ambulance. Evans, whose 
condition is the most serious, Is In no 
immediate 
danger. Physicians 
say 


both 
men will 
be ready for work 


again by next week. 


Lord Roberts Is Dead. 


Field Marshal Lord Roberts, th» 


idolized "Bobs" of England, is dead at 
the front in France, and all of Great 
Britain is in mourning.

The cold, wet weather hanging over 


flooded Flanders brought about his 
death, for at his age he was unable 
to stand the rigors of the climate, 
and contracted pneumonia. 


All the word which came to Eng- 


land from the front of the death of 
Lord Roberts was the bare announce- 
ment 
from 
Field Marshal French, 


which read: 


"I deeply regret to tell you that 


Lord Roberts died at eight o'clock 
this morning." 


Lord Roberts was eighty-two years 


old. He had gone to France to see 
the Indian troops and had expected 
to remain only a short time. He was 
the 
colonel in chief of the native 


troops. On Thursday he was in the 
trenches with them and contracted a 
cold. 
Pneumonia developed and he 


quickly succumbed.

He fully re- 
covered. 


On Tuesday a 'change came over

Lord Roberts died as he probabl^ 
would 
have 
wished—close to the 
trenches where his fighting men of 
India were engaged with the enemy. * 
The cold, wet weather hanging ovei 
flooded 
Flanders brought about his 
death, for at his age he was unabl4 
to stand the rigors of the climate, 
and contracted pneumonia. 


All the word which came to Eng­ 
land from the front of the death of 
Lord Roberts was the bare announce­ 
ment 
from 
Field Marshal B’rench, 
which read: 


“I deeply regret to tell you that 
Lord Roberts died at eight o’clock 
this morning.“ 


Lord Roberts was eighty-two yeara 
old. He had gone to France to see 
the Indian troops and had expected 
to remain only a short time. He waa 
the 
colonel in chief of the native 
troops. On Thursday he was in the 
trenches with them and contracted a 
cold. 
Pneumonia developed and he 
quickly succumbed.

Pans.—In Soissona, while shells 


from opposing French and German 
batteries criss-crossed over the roof- 
tops, whistling singularly like the air 
brakes of a train, I got an interview 
with Mme. Jeanne Watteau Macherez, 
the greatest heroine of the war. 


iVime. Macherez is president of the 


Dames Francaises, an organization 
something 
like 
our 
own Colonial 


Dames. 
It was she who, in the ab- 


sence of all civil authority in Soissons, 
went out to meet the Germans and 
outdid them in an attempt to levy a 
tribute on the city. When others left 
the stricken place on the eve of Ger- 
man occupation she took charge: she 
took o%er the civil business of the 
city, she ran the hospitals; she su- 
perintended the city's sanitation, the 
city's safety, the citj's street clean- 
ing and everything 


The circumstances of my interview 


with her were of the strangest. 
A 


military aviator whom we had seen 
flying over the city before, -dodging 
behind patches of clouds at an alti- 
tude of some 4 000 feet to escape a 
rain of shells hurled by German bat- 
teries planted in rock quarries north 
of the city, had reported a large force 
of Germans marching against Sois- 
sons at a distance of not more than a 
mile. The French had gone to meet 
them. 
As we talked the rapid-fire 


guns were making a noise something 
like, a threshing machine in the dis- 
tance, and an intermittent cackle of 
rifles could be heard less than a mile 
off. 


We stood in the street in front of 


the city hall. 
Fifty feet away, in a 


tiny public park which bad but re- 
cently smiled with bright flowers, half 
a dozen men were burying the car- 


of seven horses killed an hour 


before by a German shell. 


"If the Germans get back Into the 


city this time," 1 asked, "are you go- 
ing to stay?" 


"1 shall be all the more needed it 


they come back," Mme. Macherez re- 
plied simply. 


"When they came the first time how 


did they behave?" 


"They wanted an indemnity from 


us, but I induced their commander to 
accompany me about the city to prove 
to him that he was asking too much. 
I convinced him that we could give no 
more than we had " 


This was Mme. Macherez's modest 


way of putting it 
Before seeing her 


I had been told -how by infinite tact 
she had resisted the demand for tons 
of foodstuffs, tobacco and great quan- 
tities of wines, and had finally secured 
better terms from the Germans. She 
had bargained like a veteran, ten- 
aciously and at great length, and 
w'hen at last the Germans were driv- 
en back they held her In profound re- 
spect. 


In all I talked with the woman 


"boss" of Soissons some fifteen min- 
utes 
They tell me that this was the 


longest time she had stood in one spot 
since the shelling of Soissons had be- 
gun. At that she was constantly giv- 
ing orders and directions, stopping 
stransers and otherwise carrying on 
her duties lust as though the street 
wrere her offce. 


"And 
who's goins; to win7"-! asked 


as she started away. 


"We are. of course," she said with 


conviction 
"The hearts of the wom- 


en of France are In the fight no less 
than are the hearts vf the men Then, 
too. we have the TTInplish with us here

"Business is picking up," says Mr. 


Frank. "We do about hair Uie usual 
amount and manage to keep afloat. 
We still eat three meals a day. There 
are some branches of industry, espe- 
cially those catering to foreign trade, 
that do suffer, but the government 
takes care of the unemployed and of 
the women and children whose pro- 
viders are in the field. The crops help 
us wonderfully. 


"Germany Is the only country in- 


volved in the war which is getting 
along without a moratorium. We pay 
as much as we can, and so do our cus- 
tomers. Today it is considered in the 
business world a patriotic duty to ful- 
fill a financial obligation. 


"One wonderful thing I have no- 


ticed—the perfect disappearance of 
different classes. 
I speak of those 


left behind who were kept apart all 
their lives through political opinion, 
religion, fortune or other things 
To- 


day you find neither poor nor rich, 
neither employer or employed, neither 
Jew nor Gentile; they are all united, 
welded together, to do what they can 
to save their vaterland. 


"And

keeping with the natural methods fol- 
lowed by the fish. 
The eggs, after 


having been 
inoculated 
with 
the 


lumyh, were buried under five to sev- 
en inches of sand and gravel. 
Over 


200,000 ova were thus treated in tanks 
especially made therefor, and as a re- 
sult 180,000 healthy fry have been 
taken out with the possibility of more 
to follow. 
This is a splendid record 


as compared with the old pan sys- 
tem, and it is believed by the experts 
that the new method will revolution- 
ise the business of the hatcheries.

lumyh, were buried under five to sev- 
en inches of sand and gravel. 
Over 
200,000 ova were thus treated in tanks 
especially made therefor, and as a re­ 
sult 180,000 healthy fry have been 
taken out with the possibility of more 
to follow. 
This is a splendid record 
as compared with the old pan sys­ 
tem, and it is believed by the experts 
that the new method will revolution­ 
ize the business of the hatcheries.

Quarantine On Adams County. 
AdamuCounty IK MOW under quarantine 


on account of the appearance here of the. 
foot and mouth disease. Action placing 
thin measure on the county wa« taken at 
noon on Wednesday 
by ageriUt of the 


State Livestock Sanitary Board who, dur 
ing the day, found a third herd of cattle 
infected with the diet-at«e. The principal 
effect of the quarantine here will be to 
prohibit whipment from Adanm to other 
couiitieu not quarantined, unlewi by Hpe 
cial permit and for immediate slaughter. 
A titate wide quarantine watt placed on 
Ttieiiday, preventing tthipurientH ouUide, 
of the state, except under those coridi 
lions 


The cattle of Isaiah Diller and Benja- 


min Forry, both of near Hanover, were 
inspected by Dr. G. M. Graybill and Dr 
F. F. Shueon Wednesday, and both herds 
will be killed 


The btrictest quarantine was placed on 


the farms UH soon as the dineai-c was found 
Both hcrdB of cattle are large and the lote 
will be considerable. 


Mr. Diller isabon in-law of C. A. Diefd, 


on whose farm, near town, the cattle were 
condemned on Tuesday. Mr. Diller re 
ceived hit! steers from the eaaie herd that 
Mr. Fleming and Mr. Diehl received 
theirs, from the Lancaster stock yards. 


Dr. Ainsworth, a State Inspector, dis 


closed cases of the foot and rnouth disease 
on the farm of S. S Sunday, near East 
Berlin, and all of bis stock will be killed. 
Mr. Sunday's stock consists of 2 steers, S 
cows, 1 bull, 3 heifers, 2 calves and 30 
head of hogs. 


That the State-wide quarantine for foot 


and mouth diseat-e in cattle is affecting 
Adams county was demonstrated wher; 
several tanners were notified that they 
would not be allowed to conduct public 
sales. This action was taken because of 
the order issued by the State "Livestock 
Sanitary Board on November 10th, which 
prohibits public sales of cattle, sheep or 
swine in quarantined districts. 


Dr Ira Mitterling vieited several farms 


in the vicinity of McSherrystown on 
Thursday. 
As a result of bis inspections, 


the herd of cattle on the farm of John 
Menges was found affected with foot and 
mouth disease. 
The herd consists of 32 


steers, 2 cows, 2 bulls and 30 hogs. They 
will be killed 


Farmers and owners that have fat stock 


for sale in the county can sell or dispose 
of them to the butchers or others to be 
slaughtered for food, after obtaining cer 
tificates of health, or a permit, from any 
qualified veterinarian in the county. 
There are no special agents appointed to 
do this work. 


With the sale bell calling in the bidders, 


about five hundred of whom were assem- 
bled, and with Sheriff Thompson just 
ready to start his auctioneer's announce- 
ments, the sale of Oliver M. Sentz, near 
Two Taverns was suddenly halted on Fri- 
day afternoon when Dr E D. Hudson 
appeared on the scene and called a stop to 
the entire proceeding. The quarantine 
imposed on this county on account of the 
appearance of hoof and mouth disease pro- 
hibits all sales at farms where there are 
cattle and it was und«-r this provision of 
the quarantine act that Dr. Hudson oper- 
ated. 


The cattle on the John Fleming farm, 


along the York pike, below town, were 
killed on Saturday afternoon, and those 
on the C. A. Diehl farm, at Lingg's mill, 
tenanted by George Cromer, were killed 
on Monday morning 
The officials visit- 


ed the farms of Mrs. Martin Rick rode and 
Edgar Sneer inger, in Oxford township, 
who purchased cattle, that came from the 
Lancaster stock yards, with the others 
that were affected with the disease, but 
found no trace of it among these herds. 


The quarantines placed on Adams coun- 


ty farms on account of the appearance of 
foot and mouth disease are for an indefi- 
nite^ period. They may be lifted within 
a week of their being placed or they may 
remain in effect for ruomhs, depending 
on the prevalence of the disease. That 
the number of cattle aud other livestock 
it will be necessary to kill in Adams and 
York counties in order to stamp out the 
foot and mouth disease will total more 
than li.OOO head, is now evident. A total 
of 915 animals have been put to death 
thus far, with 14 herds, co uprising 545 
head of stock in quarantine awaiting 
slaughter. The inspectors have found ad- 
ditional animals suffering from the dis- 
eases.

We have come to look upon Thanks- 


giving day as one of feasting and 
pleasure 
It may differ from that of 


our grandsires, but it's not so very 
far from the customs of the pilgrim 
fathers who first instituted the custom 
in New England. Did you ever have 
an account of the first American 
thanksgiving? The Puritans were ac- 
customed to somber religious observ- 
ances, but the spirit of a new woild 
began to change the method of giving 
thanks 
The transition was gradual, 


but occasionally the unexpected was 
thrust upon them in a very positive 
way. 


Thanksgiving Should Find Its Best 


Expression in the Doing of Some 


Kindly Act. 


To limit reasons for thankfulness to 


mere material abundance, to national 


Thanksgiving in the South. 


Until the middle of the past century 


Thankpgiving 
was 
practically un- 


known in the South. In Virginia the 
first Thanksgiving proclamation was 
issued by Governor Wise In 1857.

NAVY NEEDS MORE SAILORS 


Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, Father 


cf the Idea, Hopes Greatly to In- 
crease Efficiency—Annual Cost to Be 
Only $75,000— Men to Be Paid $1 a 
Year and Have Badges. 


Washington.—The organization of a 


national naval reserve of 50,000 men, 
to be used by this country in case of 
war or other emergency, will soon be 
started by Franklin D. Roosevelt, as- 
sistant secretary of the navy. 


The cost to the government will be 


small, and when the organization of 
the reserve is completed Uncle Sam 
will be enabed in case of war quickly 
to draw from the ranks of civilians at 
least 50,000 men, each of whom will 
have had sufficient training to fit him 
at once to take the post assigned to 
him on a ship. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been working 011 


the formation of a national reserve for 
gome time, and his plans are now be- 
ing incorporated in a bill which will 
be presented to congress at the De- 
cember session. 
Considerable detail 


work remains to be carried out, but 
the assistant secretary estimates -that 
in less than two years the organiza- 
tion will be in perfect running order. 


It is understood that one of the chief 


reasons for the organization of a na- 
tional naval reserve by Mr. Roosevelt 
is the shortage of 18,000 enlisted men 
in the navy at the present time. This, 
he pointed out recently, has resulted 
in nearly all of our vessels being man- 
ned by crews much below what they 
require.

Bankers of South Planning to 


Curtail the Output. 


MEANS DIVERSIFIED FARMING 


South May Now Becom* Gr«at Cattl* 


and Gram Section—Climatic Condi- 
tions Excellent 
For Production of 


Wheat and Corn—Three Thousand 
Financiers Co-operate In Movement. 


Atlanta, Ga.—Three thousand bank 


presidents, constituting a majority of 
all in the cotton region, have signed, a 
pledge "to extend financial aid to farm- 
ers who reduce their cotton acreage 
one-half in 1915 aud plant the remain- 
ing land in food crops." 


They also promise "to discourage in 


every proper way the planting of more 
than half of this year's acreage hi cot- 
ton next year and to urge the supply 
merchants of their respective commu- 
nities to adopt the same policy." i 


It is believed that this assures a re- 


duction whicli will wipe out the cotton 
surplus in one year and will open a 
new era of diversified farming in the 
south. 


The action is the result of a cam- 


paign begun by the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce in September. 
Letters 


were sent to all bank presidents in the 
cotton states explaining the plan and 
asking a pledge of co-operation on 
postal card. The replies received are 
practically unanimous. 


Three thousand and ten pledges with 


signatures of the bankers have been 
received, and cards are still coming in 
Of these pledges 517 are from Georgia, 
725 from Texas. 225 from Alabama, 269 
from Arkansas, 114 from Louisiana, 
177 from Mississippi, 190 from North 
Carolina, 443 from Oklahoma, 168 from 
South Carolina, 113 from western Ten- 
nessee and 69 scattering. 


This campaign is based on the fact 


that SO per cent of the cotton farmers 
are more or less dependent on banks 
oj~ supply merchants lor advances with 
which to make crop. 
Heretofore the 


average farmer to obtain credit had to 
show that he would plant enough cot- 
ton to pay the debt. 


Now the bankers and supply mer- 


chants will insist on a reduction of cot- 
ton acreage by one-half as a condition 
of credit. This is a reversal of the 
credit system of the suuth. 


Mell K. Wilkinson, president of the 


Atlanta chamber of commerce, made 
this statement: "Being actual or pros- 
pective creditors of the south to a 
large extent, northern people wish to 
know whether it will meet its obliga- 
tions. This depends on its abilitj to 
make the cottou. Just uow cotton is 
selling 30 per cent below the cost of 
production. 


"It has neither an open market nor 


a fair price, because of the surplus 
caused by the European war stopping 
thousands of cotton mills. This work 
of the Atlanta chamber of commerce 
Is intended to accomplish two groat 
objects 
One is to wipe out the cotton

It is believed that this assures a re­ 
duction which will wipe out the cotton 
surplus in one year and will open a 
new era of diversified farming in the 
south. 


The action is the result of a cam­ 
paign begun by the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce in September. 
Letters 
were sent to all bank presidents in the 
cotton states explaining the plan and 
asking a pledge of co-operation on 
postal card. The replies received are 
practically unanimous. 


Three thousand and ten pledges with 
signatures of the bankers have been 
received, and cards are still coming in. 
Of these pledges 517 are from Georgia, 
725 from Texas. 225 from Alabama, 260 
from Arkansas, 114 from Louisiana, 
177 from Mississippi, 190 from North 
Carolina, 443 from Oklahoma, 168 from 
South Carolina, 113 from western Ten­ 
nessee and 69 scattering. 


This campaign is based on the fact 
that 80 per cent of the cotton farmers 
are more or less dependent on banks 
oy supply merchants for advances with 
which to make crop. 
Heretofore the 
average farmer to obtain credit had to 
show that he would plant enough cot­ 
ton to pay the debt 
Now the bankers and supply mer­ 
chants will insist on a reduction of cot­ 
ton acreage by one-half as a condition 
of credit. 
This is a reversal of the 
credit system of the south. 


Mell R. Wilkinson, president of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce, made 
this statement: “Being actual or pros­ 
pective creditors of the south to a 
large extent, northern people wish to 
know whether It will meet its obliga­ 
tions. This depends ou its ability to 
make the cotton. Just now cotton is 
selling 30 per cent below the cost of 
production. 


“It has neither an open market nor 
a fair price, because of the surplus 
caused by the European war stopping 
thousands of cotton mills. Tills work 
of the Atlanta chamber of commerce 
is intended to accomplish two great 
objects. One is to wipe out the cotton 
surplus and to re-establish the market. 
This answers the question of the north. 
The other object is to replace the one 
crop system with diversified farming 
That means the south will become the 
great grain and cattlo region of the 
continent. 
No other section has pro 
duced as much corn per acre under 
good conditions. Soil, seed and culture 
being equal, a month more sunshine 
makes more corn. 


“Georgia, the Carolina» and Alabama 
have authentic records of more than 
200 bushels per acre. Three thoiisam 
Georgia boys averaged nearly sixt,' 
bushels and seventy-six boys mad« 
more than KM) bushels per acre las 
year. 


“Our returns show that the farmer 
of the southeast made this year two 
thirds of a year’s supply of corn am 
forage. We have marshaled the finan 
ciai resources of the south behind tin 
farmer In his supreme effort to emanci 
pate himself from the all cotton sys 
tem.“ 


The letters show a spirit of grim de 
termination, »hared by bankers, supply 
merchants and farmers, to cut the next 
cotton crop by half. These expressions 
come from every state from North 
Carolina to Texas, and the keynote is 
struck by J. W. Holton, president of the 
Rapides bank at Alexandria, im.< who 
says: 


“it would be folly for us to attempl 
to take care of this year's crop and 
allow customers to plant a full crop 
next year, when by so doing they 
would depreciate the value of the se 
curity we have taken from them, which 
is their cotton.“

BATTLEFIELDS ARE FLOODED 


Berlin Dispatches Say Cold Has Halt- 


ed Big Operations of the War In 
Belgium. 


While a blizzard, accompanied by 


intensely cold weather, is sweeping 
aver the battlefield in Flanders, the 
Germans 
have 
continued their at- 


tempts to cut their way to the sea- 
coast. 


All the attacks by the hosts of in- 


vaders have been repulsed with se- 
\ere losses, says the Paris official 
communication, while 
the 
kaiser's 


forces have been hurled back in theii 
attempts to cross the Yser canal. 


Resuming their attempt to gain a 


foothold on the lett bank of the canal 
iu the region between Dixmude and 
Bixschoote, \vli?re the allies have ex: 
tended their battle tront, the Germans 
have 
suffered 
the greatest 
losses 


since they made their sweep into Bel- 
gian territory in an attempt to fight 
their way to Dunkirk and Calais. 


They were swept by the accurate 


and deadly artillery fire of the allied 
forces, and alter an entire regiment 
had been 
annihilated, declares, the 


French dispatch, and various othei 
detachments had suCEered losses, the 
Germans were compelled to redre. 


Despite the flooded condition of tae 


battlefields and the trenches, whiclij 
lias hampered both armies iu their of 
tensive 
operations, the battle con- 


tinues,-but without the intensity that| 
characterized the battles of the las) 
week. 


Artillery duels for the most part 


are taking place, with an occasional 
sally by the infantry forces In the 
region of Ypres the Germans again 
Jiave attempted their smashing 
at 


tacks, but again were repulsed ana 
counter 
attacks by the French and 


British forces drove the Invaders from 
the positions taken by them durhij 
the fighting ol the last several day.-,. 


Although there is a lull in the bat- 


tle in Flanders, the two armies con 
tluue to deliver attacks along othe: 
eettions of the right wing ot the Ger 
man battle iront, but these operations 
liave availed neither side much, and 
they 
practically iaclcl their original 


lines. At some points minor sutLitbses 
have been announcer! by both Berlin 
and Paris, but there have been no no 
table progresses announced. 


Berlin dispatches say the fighting 


is less violent and that the se\ere 
weather has halted all big operation;: 
by the kaiser's torces alcng the battle 
line in Belgium. 
They declare the 


German soldieis are well equipped loi 
•winter service, and that as soon &s 
the weather moderates they will re- 
sume their attempts to smash through 
the allies' lines i'rom Dixmude to Ar> 
ras, in France. 


Further advices from the German 


war office tell of the activity of the 
Germans along the front in the Ar 
gonnes, where 
the invaders 
have 


made several gains and have taken a 
new line of positions after repulsing 
the attacks of the French. 


Fast and furious fighting in the 


western arena of the war is expected 
by English military observers to make 
this coming week memorable even in 
a war, each week of which has wit- 
nessed carnage equal to that of the 
great battlas of history. And at the 
Rarne time hints from the front en- 
courage them to expect that thp vreeK 
also "will see the German tide through 
Flanders toward the coast towns ol 
Dunkirk and Calais begin to ebb. 


While the vigor of the Teutonic of 


feasive may have slackened thf-re is 
at the present moment little if an\ 
indication of a resolve on the part ol 
the German commanders to abandon 
toe plans which already have cost 
them so dearly.

Germans Win Big Victory.

An extract says: 


"The number of German wounded 


arriving here is unimaginable. Trainfi 
vhich we call cemetery trains, full 
ot piled up dear! soldiers, continue tu 
arrive from the front. They contain 
bundles of rlead; that is, four bodies 
tied together to facilitate transporta- 
tion. 


"The bodies are burned promptly in 


special iurnaces erected just •outside 
the citv of Brussels."

A great battle is imminent within 


the borders of East Prussia, at* cit- 
ing to war office advices in Petrograd. 


G-eneral Von Hindenberg, in com- 


mand of the left v/ing ot the German 
army, fearing the encroachments of 
the Russian invaders, is duplicating 
his successuil move of the beginning 
of the war and is hastening reinforce- 
ments to stem the czar's advance. 


The reinforcements are being rush- 


ed from Thorn, the north base of the 
German central army, which is the 
same point whence came the Gsrman 
troops that frove General Rennen- 
kampfs Russian invaders bac'ic into 
Poland at the beginning of hostilities. 


While tlif- Rrs-iians at this stage of 


the war are farther within tlif bor 
rlers of East Prussia than they were 
then, Von Hindenberg is determined 
to check them and, if possible. dn\e 
them bark into tneir own territory. 


Russian war office announcements 


are not so cheering to the popula a 
as they have been in the past two 
weeks. From all points along thf line, 
save in East Prussia, where the Rus 
sians admittedly are advancing, conn* 
reports that the Austro-German allie- 
have braced and are offering stubborn 
resistance. 


The 
skirmishes that marked the 


Russian advance in southwestern Po- 
land last week have now developed 
into a general battle and the czar's 
armies have failed to clear a path to 
Cracow. 
The Austro-German forces 


between 
Cracow and Czenstochowa 


have been heavily reinforced. It is 
stated that the Russian advance con- 
tinues here, but it also Is admitted 
that it is "slow." 


Tho Russians who passed Tarnow, 


east of Cracow, and south of the Vis- 
tula, find themselves against a heavy 
detachment of Austro-Germans. It Is 
admitted that progress through this 
region must be delayed several days, 
until heavv artillery can he brought 
Into play, and that the fall of Cracow 
'•annot he hoped for before several 
'lays. 


Farther south, It Is announced, tho 


Russian troops are crossing the Car- 
pathians into Hungary. This Is a re- 
nowa! of the offensive that was aban- 
doned when the Austrian^ threw big 
mass-es of troops against the Russians 
who had invaded Hungary, and tho 
Germans advanced against the Vistula 
front. 


Soldau, In East Prussia, has been 


captured by the Russian?, for the third 
time. 
Twice It was retaken by th« 


Germans, who were dispatched from 


Auctrians Defeat Servians. 


The Amsterdam correspondent of a 


Vienna newspaper repcrti that the 
•\ustrians have taken Obrenovatz by 
storm, capturing 580 prisoners and mi 
merous munitions. He also says that 
die Servian losses at Krupanje, which 
the Au?trians captured on Nov. 9, 
•vere 3000 prisoners, eight siege guns 
and twelve machine guns.
